Where I'm coming from 



a Many of you are naturals at this, looking to 
make further improvements. 

■ You've come to the right place. 

■ At the same time, I want to share where I 
was coming from, which was a lower place 
- Both for inspiration, and also to be open 
about who I am. 
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Personal stories and my goals 

■ What I'm going to share is personal. I have 
no problem doing this, and never have. 

■ Everyone has their own issues. Whatever. 

■ My goal has always been to leave an open 
and honest ledger of my journey. 

■ There is a lot to be learned from it, but that 
can only be if I'm 100% forthcoming. 
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Growing up, I was (and probably 
still am) a total dork 

■ I often felt frustrated towards my 
experience with women overall. 

■ I had a weak sense of reality. 

■ I dealt with depression, negativity, 
pessimism, victimization/persecution- 
mania, and probably any other typically 
North American pseudo-problem you 
could give a fancy name to. 
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Symptoms 



■ I qualified myself constantly. 

■ I lived in a state of constant rationalization. 

■ I was anti-establishment and had disdain 
for all forms of authority (including the 
ones that helped me). 

■ I had a sense of who I was that was 
dictated to me by others. 
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The few good things I had going 

■ Since I was a kid, I knew I had a real 
problem with fear. 

■ To get over this, I made a commitment to 
myself to do everything that I was afraid 
of. 

m This had partial bad consequences 
(getting in trouble a lot), but was good for 
me overall. 
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The few good things I had going 
(cont...) 

■ At age 15, a major shift in my life was 
deciding to take responsibility for every 
outcome in my life, even if it technically 
wasn't my fault, 

■ This helped me with the victim-complex I 
had, and amazingly I found that my life — 
went a lot better if I just took responsibilit 
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One Thing I Always Knew 



■ I've always known that nothing would 
come easy to me in life. 

■ I guess it would have been cool if I was 
one of those tall, naturally intelligent, built 
guys. But I'm not. 

■ That's fine.

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My Natural Abilities (or lack 
thereof) 

■ My natural weight was about 120 pounds. 

■ In sports I pretty much got pounded. 

■ If I studied in school as much as most 
people, I would barely pass. 
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My Natural Abilities {or lack 
thereof) - (cont...) 

■ I was TERRIFIED of public speaking. In the 
fourth grade I avoided doing my class speech for 
six months. 

■ Picking up on concepts tended to take a bit 
longer for me, and usually still does. 

■ If I decide to continue to live an openly public life 
(or expand upon it), you will surely see a series 
of more screw ups at various points. 




I accept my weaknesses, and strive 
to improve them 

■ All of this is fine. 

■ I believe it makes me a more complex, 
interesting human being. 

■ To be totally honest, I don't believe any of 
this "lowers my value" in the slightest. 

■ I embrace my flaws. I work on them. It's a 
major hobby of mine. 




My Thesis: Why Most People Fail 

a Most guys simply don't have the emotional 
leverage that I have. 

■ They just don't want this badly enough. 

■ If they did, they'd get it. I did, and I strongly 
doubt that 1 was coming from any better place 
than anyone is. 

■ As funny as it sounds, I consider this to be a 
proof that is pretty much self-evident - most 
guys just don't want it badly enough.

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Why Most People Fail (cont...) 



■ Most guys have never gone to the gym, 
and pushed through plateaus. 

■ Most guys can't take on a new diet and 
stick to it. 

■ Most guys will not start reading a great 
book and finish it. 

■ Frankly, most guys can't stick to t 
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Welcome to the magic-pill era 



■ In "The Conquest Of Happiness," Bertrand 
Russell (a brilliant philosopher on many 
levels) brought up an issue: Children 
should not be given too much instant- 
stimulation at a young age. 

■ Slow, steady, incremental long-term 
progress is simply outside of most 
people's reality. It's a shame. 
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The 80/20 Rule of Self-Help 

■ 100% of guys who take this program will have 
STELLAR skills by the end. 

■ However, around 80% of guys who do will 
eventually drop out, easily satisfied with the 
notion that: "It's not my fault, it's just my skill set 
that needs work. Now that I've heard about this 
stuff, I'll get it sorted out at some point." 

■ Then they go back to playing dungeons and- - 
dragons and spanking it to net porn. 
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Incompetence 



■ The poor guys lose focus, and move on to some 
othe r stimulatio n/i nsta nt-gratification. 

■ I can offer world-class help: live demonstration, 
wing them, take them through the process on 
every level (even help them get the girts home). 

m But ultimately, many will forget about it, and 
don't follow up with what they were taught.

■ The incompetents wants more than a skill 
set out of a weekend like this. 

■ What they want to be HANDED the 
motivation and life-skills to stick at 
something.

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Most guys just can't hack it (cont...) 

To good at this takes perseverance to 
push through setbacks or plateaus, 
i It takes total determination to push through 
emotion - REGULARLY. 

i Most of all, it requires you to do a lot of 
independent assessment of what you ' 
need.
